Kingston CCG is made up of the GP practices in the Borough, who have come together to commission 
services for its population. This follows the government’s Health and Social Care Act 2012, and means 
that across the country commissioning groups will take over from primary care trusts in April 2013.

In this issue we update you on 
the development of Kingston 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) and the new Stop 
Smoking service in Kingston. 

I’m delighted to say that in 
December 2012, the NHS 
Commissioning Board announced 
that Kingston CCG has been given 
the green light for authorisation, 
following a lengthy and thorough 


assessment process. In fact we 
were one of just eight CCGs 
nationally to be authorised 
without any conditions, which 
means we met ah of the rigorous 
assessment criteria. 

That means from 1 April 2013, 
clinicians in Kingston wih take full 
control of the local NHS budget and 
commission hospital, community 
and mental health services for local 
people in Kingston. 

As the new commissioners of 
health services in Kingston, 


we are already working on 
improvements to different service 
areas. These include developing a 
new community wellbeing service 
which wih launch in April 2013 
to deliver joint psychological 
therapies and substance misuse 
support. We’re also delivering 
a joint health and social care 
programme with Kingston Council 
to provide more support for people 
in their own homes. 

However, we need your input on 
health services in the borough 
to help us develop our plans. 


There are a number of ways you 
can get involved, including by 
joining a patient group at your 
GP practice or by attending one 
of our quarterly patient forums, 
advertised on our website. 

As Chair of the CCG I’m interested 
in hearing your views directly, 
so if you have any suggestions 
for improving the services in 
Kingston please get in touch using 
the email address below. 

We know that authorisation is 
just the start of the process. Now 
the real work begins to make sure 
Kingston residents get the health 
services that they deserve.

A mum told by Kingston Hospital 
she was “nowhere near labour” 
ended up giving birth on her sofa 
at home - with her eldest daughter 
as midwife. 

Sara Crowden, 41, from Chess- 
ington, said the experience still 
had not sunk in. Her ordeal start¬ 
ed when her waters broke in the 
car park at New Malden Tesco last 
Thursday evening, and ended at 
about 7am the next day when 
Karis-Ruby was born weighing 61b 
6oz.

She said: “I went back to the hos¬ 
pital at 2am when it was quite un¬ 
bearable and they said ‘You’re not 
really in established labour so I 
am sending you home’. 

“Home I went again and when I 
got home I was in a lot of pain. 

“When I needed them and I was 
quite desperate they were saying, 
take a bath and have some parac¬ 
etamol, but I knew it was going to 


happen fast. All of a sudden she 
just came into the world. 

“It was the paramedics who real¬ 
ly shone for me, and of course 
Jade. I wouldn’t have been able to 
do it without her - thank goodness 
she was here.” 

Heroine of the moment Jade 
McQueen, 22, said she stayed calm 
for the sake of Karis-Ruby. 

She said: “I did not really have a 
choice because if you lose it you 
are going to stress the mum, 
which is going to stress the baby. I 


am not put off by private parts or 
anything. 

“I had no idea what was going to 
happen. 

“I rang 999 and they said ‘If she 
needs to push then you need to 
prepare to deliver this baby’. 

“She told me what to do and she 
stayed on the phone while I was 
delivering her. She anticipated ex¬ 
actly what was going to happen - 
she was really helpful.”

the landlady knocked on my 
door. 

“At first I could not under¬ 
stand. We had to wait outside 
for about 45 minutes and it 
was very chilly - I was in my 
shorts. Everyone is okay.” 

Next door neighbour Quite- 
ria Barros, 51, said: “I have

lived here three-and-a-half 
years and nothing like this 
has ever happened before. I 
heard someone knock vio¬ 
lently on the door - it was my 
neighbour opposite. We or¬ 
ganised our children and the 
guinea pigs and went to their 
house. 

“I saw a lady who had her 
hand burnt. 

“There was a baby and the 
mother was really scared. I 
was so worried about the peo¬ 
ple - we don’t know them 
well but we see everyone 
passing so I was worried.” 

All seven people in the 
home suffered smoke inhala¬ 
tion and one woman suffered 
minor burns to her 
arm. They were all taken to 
hospital. 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokeswoman said the prop¬ 
erty was uninhabitable be¬ 
cause of severe smoke and 
heat damage. 

Watch manager Steve Pre¬ 
ston, from New Malden fire 
station, said: “The house did¬ 
n’t have a smoke alarm, so 
these people are incredibly 
lucky to have escaped.” 

He also warned that halo¬ 
gen heaters should be placed 
away from furniture and 
somewhere where they can¬ 
not easily be knocked over.

Allegations of home care 
abuse show a steep rise 


The number of abuse allega¬ 
tions made by adults cared for 
in their own homes in 
Kingston soared in the last fi¬ 
nancial year. 

There were 307 home abuse 
alerts logged in 2011-12, com¬ 
pared with 72 the year before, 
according to Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s adult safeguarding annu¬ 
al report. 

The massive increase comes 
as the NHS and social services 
move to a different model of 
adult care, in which patients 
are looked after at home 
rather than in care homes or 
hospital. 

Complaints increased gen¬ 
erally, with rises in allega¬ 
tions of abuse at care homes, 
at hospital, and in public.

at Age Concern Kingston, said 
better co-ordination could be 
a factor.

“It is not necessarily occur¬ 
ring more, it is just people are 
noticing it and having more of 
an idea about what to do 
about it and looking out for it 
more.”

He said: “I do not think 
there is any evidence to sug¬ 
gest it is any worse than it 
was. We need to make sure 
people are mindful and they 
raise concerns as and when 
they arrive. 


“People outside health and 
social care are becoming 
aware of this, and that is 
heartening.” 

The report also revealed just 
five of 13 Kingston care homes 
responded in October 2011 
when social services checked 
on their level of safeguarding 
training. 

Two more had to be prompt¬ 
ed by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. 

Mr Carmody said dialogue 
between the council and care 
homes was improving. 

He said: “It has never been 
bad across the board, but 
there have been times when it 
has been difficult. 

“We have had a small num¬ 
ber of homes who came back 
and asked us to do briefings 
for teams.”

Unholy trinity: Three 
churches vandalised

Vandals have caused hundreds of 
pounds worth of damage to three 
Kingston churches in an apparent 
triple raid. 

Historic stained glass windows 
were smashed, cupboards were 
ransacked and vestments were left 
scattered as the hoodlums 
searched for cash and valuables. 

The break-ins, at St Luke’s 
Church in Gibbon Road, St Paul’s 
in Queen’s Road and the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Pen- 
rhyn Road, all happened on Friday 
night. 

A church in Twickenham was 
also targeted and police believe all 
four break-ins were linked. 

At St Luke’s, two windows, in¬ 
cluding one stained glass window 
dating back to the Victorian era, 
were smashed, while a gold-thread 
vestment was damaged, cupboards 
were broken into and their con¬ 
tents strewn across the vestry 
office. 

Keys were also stolen - forcing

the church to replace all of its 
locks. 

Father Martin Hislop said: “It 
was an awful thing to see. There is 
significant damage. 

“It was very upsetting for our 
parishioners. 

“Vandals went into our hall, 
smashed our stained-glass 


windows, went into the vestry of¬ 
fice and deliberately destroyed the 
CCTV. 

“They were quite methodical. 
They smashed the external CCTV 
cameras, disconnected the moni¬ 
tors and smashed them as well. 
They knew what they were doing. 

“The stained glass windows will 
have to be replaced, but I suspect 
the biggest cost will be the replace¬ 
ment of every lock in the church, 
and our wall safe.” 

The Rev Simon Coupland, of St 
Paul’s Church, said he believed the 
would-be burglar was disturbed 
during the break-in. 

He said: “We were very fortu¬ 
nate. I am sure the intruder must 
have been disturbed. 

“A window was used as means of 
access and a cupboard was forced 
open, but nothing else was 
damaged.” 

A Kingston police spokeswoman 
said: “Nothing substantial was 
taken. 

“The break-ins are being linked, 
but there have been no arrests to 
date, so inquiries are ongoing.” 


Burglar gets 18 months 


A 35-year-old Mexican man 
living in Brixton has been 
sentenced at Kingston Crown 
Court to 18 months in prison 
for burglary. 

Carlos Hernandez Garcia 
had pleaded guilty to two bur¬ 
glaries in 2011, in Slough on 
May 18 and in New Malden 
Way, New Malden, on June 28. 

He was a passenger in a 
car pulled over by police in 


Suffolk on November 20. 

Detective Inspector Simon 
Day, from Kingston police, 
said forensic evidence linked 
Garcia to the crimes. 

He said: “Residential bur¬ 
glary is a disturbing and in¬ 
trusive offence and our team 
is dedicated to ensuring these 
criminals are brought to 
court and account for their 
crimes.” 
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Pay and display parking needed? Cars parked in Ewell Road 

Short-term solution? 


Shopkeepers under threat from 
overcrowded parking fear their 
complaints are being ignored by 
Kingston Council.

into office-type buildings. 

“The newsagent-type business¬ 
es would like limited parking and 
no return within an hour, but that 
is no good for the hairdressers or 
some of the other businesses.” 

Traders said they were con¬ 
cerned the problem would be¬ 
come worse when Surbiton 
Hospital was built, and said that a 
taxi firm was already exploiting 
the few available spaces. 

Coun Self said: “We need to lis¬ 
ten to people, see what they have 
got to say, and I think the scheme 
can be improved on.”

‘Poor security’ blamed 
for Fairfield travellers

A security lapse and a general lack 
of experience has been blamed for 
the mistakes that led to a group of 
travellers pitching up in Kingston 
last year. 

An internal review published by 
Kingston Council and released to 
the Kingston Guardian identified 
two “complete failures” during the 
incursions on Fairfield recreation 
ground and Surbiton Fishponds in 
June 2012. 

The report criticised security 
company Securitas for failing to 
inform police and the council of 
the travellers’ movement from 
both sites. 

But it also said council and park 
contractor Quadron failed to se¬ 
cure Fishponds, allowing the trav¬ 
ellers to move on to the land. 

As well as the failings, the report 
pointed to outdated protocol for 
traveller incursions that did not in¬ 
clude up-to-date legal information 
or leadership guidelines. 

Kingston Council leader Council¬ 
lor Derek Osbourne said: “The 
main finding was we had not had a 
serious traveller incursion for a 
long time. 

“The protocol we had that set out 
who was responsible was also a bit 
out of date.

“It was really a lack of experi¬ 
ence - which is a good thing as it 
shows it has not happened for a 
longtime.” 

The report outlined how, on June 
18, three vehicles and five caravans 
moved on to the Fairfield shortly 
after 2.30pm, via a gate left open by 
Quadron. 

The council eventually hired Se¬ 
curitas to monitor the site and pro¬ 
vide updates, but on June 27 when 
the travellers left Fairfield - Secu¬ 
ritas failed to inform authorities. 

They drove straight to Fishponds 
via the gates in Ewell Road, which 
were in a “bad state of repair”. 

The travellers left at about 10pm. 
Again, Securitas did not inform 


the council, but subsequent checks 
concluded they had left the 
borough. 

Coun Osbourne said: “When 
they left, police were not informed, 
but the thing causing us most con¬ 
cern was the security, which was 
poor and unresponsive.” 

Kingston Council has since 
changed its security contractor to 
Shergroup. 

Conservative leader Councillor 
Howard Jones said: “The bottom 
line is they were caught with their 
trousers down and tried to regain 
the initiative blaming Securitas.” 

Quadron declined to comment, 
referring queries back to Kingston 
Council.

A refuge from suffering 


Refuge: The kitchen at Hestia 


As you walk into this secret 
safe house you do not know 
what to expect. 

The hallway is lit up bright¬ 
ly and there are paintings on 
the cream walls. 

The aroma of food and fresh 
laundry is what hits you as 
you continue. And then the 
playful chatter of children 
and women as they go about 
their chores. It looks pretty 
normal. 

But I am in a Hestia refuge 
building and many of the 
women I see have suffered in 
some way. 

Hestia is a service for 
women and children suffering 
domestic abuse that supports 
them to rebuild their lives. In 
Kingston it has three refuges. 

Lyndsey Dearlove, service 
manager, said: “This has to be 
a home and not a house. Peo¬ 
ple need to feel relaxed here. 

“I have seen women who 
have been in abusive relation¬ 
ships for 50 or 60 years before 
they ask for help. We have 
seen women come in with all 
sorts of injuries from cracked 
lips to gynaecological injuries 
through forced intercourse. 

“But the best thing is seeing 
how these women change 
from their darkest point and 
become independent and 
Deadlinepix KT73215 empowered.

Some women are so excited 
when they get to do their own 
shopping. I once took a 
woman from a south Asian 
background to central Lon¬ 
don and she said ‘I did not 
know this world existed’.” 

On average one in four 
women suffer some form of 
abuse in their lifetimes. 

Women stay in the refuge, 
often with their children, on 
average between six and nine 
months as they are given help 
finding accommodation and 
further support through Hes¬ 
tia’s floating service. 

The Kingston refuge for 
women from south Asian 
backgrounds is one of only 
three in London. Here women 
are made to feel more com¬ 
fortable by recognising their 
different cultural needs. 

Mrs Dearlove said: “For ex¬ 
ample in one refuge, a service 
user might like to drink a 
glass of wine but in the south 
Asian one we would not have 
that there as there may be 
somebody from a Muslim 
background.” 

She also explained that 
many of the users come from 
outside the borough to 
keep them far from their 


perpetrators although many 
of these use manipulative 
ways to gain information. 

Mrs Dearlove said: “Chil¬ 
dren are often used. A man 
might ask - what does your 
school uniform look like? 
What does your journey home 
look like? What parks do you 
pass? The safety of our users 
is so important.” 

Kingston’s branch of Hestia 
helped 42 women through 
refuge accommodation and 39 
women through its floating 
service between April 2011 to 
March 2012. 

So far this year it has al¬ 
ready helped 76 women. 

Fundraising officer Emily 
Gillatt said: “When people ar¬ 
rive a lot of them don’t even 
have a toothbrush - that is 
something that costs money. 
Through Love Kingston 
hope to get more funds 
to help support them 
better.”

Government funding changes, 
universities could be fined if 
they take on too many 
students.

for lower enrolment numbers 
during the past three years is 
the changes implemented by 
the Government to the way 
universities are funded. 

“Universities across the 
country received reductions to 
the number of students that 
they were funded for as a re¬ 
sult of this policy. 


“Kingston has taken the deci¬ 
sion not to drop its entry stan¬ 
dards as it is committed to 
recruiting students with the 
genuine passion to complete 
their degrees and who will 
have a fulfilling learning expe¬ 
rience at Kingston University.” 

She said the university would 
not drop its fees as it would 
mean fewer teachers and activ¬ 
ities, but accepted that may 
mean fewer applications and 
enrolments. 


Dr Andrew Higginbottom, 
lecturer and chairman of the 
University and College Union’s 
Kingston branch, said the uni¬ 
versity’s decision to take on 
fewer students could also af¬ 
fect staff employment. 

He said: “We’re looking at a 
further percentage decrease 
next year. And that’s our mem¬ 
bers’ careers and livelihoods. 
We’re worried there could be 
up to 20 per cent staff loss in 
the next three or four years.”

Many older people who live alone, who 
have difficulty moving or 
are simply a little forgetful, 
are sometimes unable to test 
their own smoke alarms and 
might not be able to do so 
often enough.

Signs of market recovery 


Agents report more people looking to buy 


The UK housing market 
showed further signs of 
recovery last month 
according to estate agents, as 
the number of people actively 
seeking properties rose to a 
quarterly high. 

Figures from the December 
2012 Housing Market Report 
from the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA) 
revealed a rise in the number 
of house hunters, reaching an 
average of 282 per branch. 
This represents an increase 
on the three months to 
December and a high-point 
for the quarter.

The NAEA’s December 
house hunter numbers are up 
41 per cent since their lowest 
December levels in 2008 (200), 
and are up seven per cent on 
the previous month, 
November 2012 (263). 

Mark Hayward, president of 
the NAEA said: “December 
can typically be a challenging 
month for the property 
market, as many buyers 
abandon their search until the 
new year. 

However, last month’s 


figures show a healthy 
December boost, and a 
substantial gain on the mid¬ 
recession low of December 
2008.” 

He added: “Demand is 
clearly returning to areas of 
the market, and agents are 
seeing more house hunters 
looking for their ideal home.” 

“In this climate it’s 
important that those seeking 
to buy a home - and 
particularly first time buyers 
- have access to affordable 
mortgage finance. 

“The news this week that 
Lloyds Banking Group will 


aim to lend £6.5bn in an effort 
help 60,000 people buy their 
first home in 2013 is strongly 
welcomed by the NAEA.” 

The NAEA Housing Market 
Report also showed that the 
percentage of sales made to 
first time buyers saw a slight 
decrease in December, with 
agents recording 21 per cent 
of market share compared 
with 22 per cent in 
November. 

The number of sales made 
by agents fell below the 2012 
average with branches 
recording an average of five 
sales for the month.

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Snow and ice stops big commute 


One in five motorists was too afraid to drive 



New research commissioned 
by Green Flag Breakdown 
reveals Brits missed 
51.4 million working hours in 
the recent snowy conditions. 

Over 8.5million (18 per cent) 
adults were unable to work 
their contracted hours 
because of the adverse 
weather, costing employers 
an estimated £318million. 

Over 3.8 million people 
missed at least a full day of 
work as a result of the arctic 
weather conditions. Over 
590,000 people missed at least 
two days. 

The snow and icy 
conditions kept almost one in 
five (19 per cent) of motorists 
off the road because they 
were afraid of driving. 

A further 2.3million (five 
per cent) tried to take to 
the roads but were unable 
to make any headway 


because of ice. 

Despite delays, public 
transport was seen as a safe 
refuge in bad weather, with 
12 per cent of people taking 
trains, tubes and buses 
instead of driving because 
they felt it was the safer 
option. 

However, millions of people 
were attracted to the thrill of 
driving in the icy conditions, 
with 17 per cent of Brits 
claiming they enjoyed the 
challenge of navigating the 
roads despite the adverse 
conditions. While a quarter 
(25 per cent) of men enjoyed 
the challenge of driving on 
icy roads, just eight per cent 
of women felt the same. 

Those driving for the ‘rush’ 


or challenge of navigating icy 
roads put themselves, their 
passengers, other road users 
and pedestrians at risk as a 
car that loses control, even at 


low speeds, can be involved in 
a serious accident. 

Miranda Schunke, 
spokesperson for Green Flag, 
said: “Green Flag’s service 


personnel worked round 
the clock to respond to 
record volumes of incidents, 
helping motorists who found 
themselves in difficulty 


on the road. In future, we 
may see more drivers 
following the continental lead 
and investing in winter tyres 
and snow chains to help them 
cope with difficult driving 
conditions.” 

Green Flag Breakdown 
reports it saw call-outs 
increase by an average of 
88 per cent, compared to the 
same week last year. 

On Tuesday, January 22, 
incident volumes were 
159 per cent higher than the 
same day last year. 

The extremely high demand 
for breakdown support 
highlights the risks faced by 
motorists who take to the 
roads in severe and icy 
conditions.
